Police fired on rioting Egyptian 
students today'as protest demon 
strmations broke out in Cairo and 
Alexandria for the second day in 
a row over the apparent entry of 
the palace into power politics. 

Buckshot fired from police riot 
guns injured 15 students at Alex 
andria,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP) 

~Russia has agreed to accept 
George F. Kennan as -the new 
United States ambassador to Rus- 
sia, almost at the same time de 
nouncing him as a foe of the 
Soviets. 

President Truman announced 
at Kansas City Wednesday night 
the selection of the 47-year-old 
career diplomat, who is credited 
with being a principal author of 
the present American policy of 
containment to counter the threat 
of Communist aggression. 

Kennan will succeed Read Ad- 
miral Alan. G. Kirk, whose re- 
quest for retirement Presiden- 
tial Secretary Joseph Short said 
Truman accepted with reluctance. 

The announcement was made 
after the Kremlin said he would 
be acceptable. There had been 
some speculation that he would 
be turned down after attacks on 
him by both Pravda and radio 
Moscow, the latest only Wednes- 
day.

One-Uniform | 
Europe Army 
Is Planned 


PARIS, Dec. 27 (AP).—Lead- 
ers of six European countries 
meet here today to devise a plan 
for pooling their military 
strength into a ‘single, one-uni- 
form continental army 

They have several points of 
disagreément on which compro-' 
mises must be worked out. 

The best guess ‘was that they 
would be successful on a compro- 
mise agreement to create a high 
commissioner who would act as a 
sort of European defense min- 
ister. His job would be to re- 
cruit a European army of 43 divi- 
sions in the next three years. 

France and Ttaly would provide 
12 division each. Germany's pro- 
posed 14 divisions and the five 
fromthe Benelux. countries— 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg—would be stripped- 
down versions of not more than 
13,000 men each. 

They would be merged into 
intertiational corps and armies 
and their supply lines would be 
strictly international 

Optimism that agreement could 
be reached -was based mainly on 
reports that the French would 
be willing to compromise simply 
to get the European army 
formed The French seem to 
think organizational differences 
can be solved later after a trial 
period of one to three years of 
actual practise 

Two main differences confront 
the delegates in addition to the 
comparatively minor problem of 
whether the European army shall 
be bossed by a single high com 
missioner or a governing body 
of defense ministers of all six 
countries 

The main points are ({1) 
whether to draft 2 common: bud- 
get for the army and levy taxes 
against the six countries to fi 
nance it-and (2) whether to al- 
low any of the six member coun- 
tries to exercise veto power over 
plans for army expansion or 
operation. 

Delegates are expected to work 
through Saturday getting their 
plan ready for consideration of 
the meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization council at 
Lisbon Feb. 2 

The European army would be 
turned over to Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as part of the Allied de- 
fense force.

Francisco to Sitka 

The two men aboard the fish 
packer were Jack Sheridan, 
about 38, of Bodega Bay, Calif.

General Pearkes, V.C., has been ex- 
amining Canada's contribution to the 
free world’s defense from the standpoint 
of a lifelong soldier and an experienced 
member of Parliament, His verdict is 
surprising. 

He seems to think that Canada is un- 
wise to send even a brigade of troops 
to Europe at this time. Our manpower, 
he believes, can be .used to greater ad- 
vantage elsewhere. Since this country 
is too small in population to raise a mass 
army without devastating its industrial 
output, General Pearkes apparently 
would have it concentrate upon the work 
it can do best. We should contribute 
to our defense partners, he says, a maxi- 
mum of technicians, weapons and other 
essentials instead of attempting a mili- 
tary expedition to Europe which is of 
little practical value at the moment. 

The Canadian government's policy is 
based on this same sort of ‘ thinking. 
But there is here, as in all great affairs, 
more than the calculations of the soldier 
or the economist. 

Canada has been urged by its allies 
to contribute not only defense supplies 
but manpower in uniform and this re- 
quest could not be lightly rejected. Can 
@da could not be the only partner of 
the North Atlantic Treaty which refused 
to send any.troops to Europe and the 
Canadian government had no wish to be 
fn that position. It was happy to be 
able. to make the final commitment of 
troops to the defense of the free world. 
Whatever may be said about the military

value of so small an expeditionary force, 
im relation to Europe's total power, its 
value as a symbol and final proof of 
Canada’s foreign policy cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

On the other hand, the statement of 
General Pearkes, as the responsible mill- 
tary spokesman of the Conservative 
party, will assist the government in re- 
sisting excessive demands for military 
power if they threaten to undermine de- 
fense production. 

It has been usual im the past for the 
official opposition to attack the govern- 
ment for failing to raise sufficient 
troops. Now it is criticized for sending 
too many troops overseas. If General 
Pearkes expresses 
party, as he seems to do, it should now 
be easier for the government to strike 
a proper balance between military and 
industrial power. 

This does not mean—and General 
Pearkes would be the last man to mean 

that the nation can afford to take 
things easier. On the contrary, if Can- 
ada is not to contribute larger overseas 
military forces to N.AT.O. KR is obil- 
gated to make the largest possible con 
tribution in weapons and supplies 

At the moment it is faced with a 
request from its partners for a —con- 
tribution substantially greater than it 
has planned se far. In considering its 
future defense plans and their cost the 
government evidently will have the sup- 
port of General Pearkes and, it is to be 
hoped of his party, in an upward revi- 
ston within our economic means. 


Admired By Our Neighbors 


As a nation, Canadians are inclined 
to take for granted the advantages of 
the governmental system which we 
enjoy Yet this, our heritage from 
Britain, is one of the greatest boons a 
country could have. Our system of 
Commons and Senate, of Cabinet and 
Parliament of party government, 
with free elections and a direct chain 
of responsibility between government 
and governed, provides benefits which 
few other countries can claim. 

The great to our south, 
which now assumes leadership of the 
free world similar ideals of 
government but under handi 
caps which do not afflict our particular 
form. 

Because its President and legislative 
houses need not be of the same politi- 
cal party, because its executive ministers 
"Go ‘not go to the people for election but 
function only as appointees of the Presi- 
dent, because the policies of the head of 
the government may at any time be 
vetoed or reversed by Congress, the U.S 
system often produces stalemate and 
confusion. 

The country’s government—as Ca 
nadians know only too well in com 
nection with ratification of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway plan—can become 
stalled on vital issues, and without the 
opportunity to go immediately to the 
country for a decision by the public. 

These differences are, of course, not 
unknown to American statesmen. The 
late James Forrestal, first Defense 
Secretary. of- the- United .States,for-.im- 
stance, noted them on the occasion of a 


Easing Our 


When Canadians of Japanese origin 
were lifted from the British Columbia 
coast region and deposited first in 
centres in the interior of the province 
and later dispersed across Canada, a 
few, a very few, voices were raised in 
protest. 

The dispersal was justified. In the 
days following Pearl Harbor Canadians 
had no wish to leave on the seaboard 
any people who might do undercover 
work and make contact with enemy 
Japanese who might approach the coast 
by sea. At the same time, the position 
of Canadians of Japanese origin was 
delicate in the event of local hostility to 
anyone or anything Japanese. Prudence 
dictated their removal 

In such a large movement of people 
it was Inevitable that some injustices 
would occur. Many of those relocated 
have since proved their right to ac 
ceptance as Canadians with no prior or 
secondary allegiance to Japan. Even 40, 
they could have been victims of re 
action to the Japanese stimulated by 
outrages such as those attributed to the 
“Kamloops Kid” and others 

At the same time, sentiment did exist 
here that some Canadians—those of Jap- 
anese extraction who were nevertheless 
Canadian—had been unfairly treated.

Somehow this outflow of the Britiar 
economic lifeblood—the margin of 
safety on which the whole vast sterling 

“area operates—must be stopped. 

Yet Churchill will arrive in Washing- 
ton well knowing that by now the re 
current British economic crises are a 
very old story in the United States.. The 
wolf which has been gnawing at the 
British door, and which has seemed 
about to gnaw through the door in 
1947, 1949, and again now, has been 
a very real wolf indeed. But even when 
the wolf is perfectly real, the cry “wolf, 
wolf,” too often repeated, tends to lose 
its meaning. 

Unless the disease is somehow dealt 
with at the source, the symptoms are 
sure to.get progressively worse, For 
we might as well face it, The available 
evidence suggests that the political bet 
made by Left-wing British leader Aneu- 
rin Bevan is a_winning bet. 

Bevan. jis betting that simple eco- 
nomic pressures will sooner or later de 
stroy the Conservative interest in Bri 
tain by forcing a sharp fall in living 
standards; and that Britain will then 
go very far to the Left under a “Third 
Force” anti-American government. 


WILL CRUMBLE 


If this. does happen, the whole struc 
tafe of resistance to Soviet expansion, 
built with such infinite expenditure of 
treasure and even blood, will begin to 
crumble. 

For the first time in his yearly trips 
to Britain, this reporter-this year heard 
a number of responsible British and 
American officials talking thoughtfully, 
tentatively, but seriously about some en 
tirely new approach to the whole Anglo- 
American relationship. 

There was even talk about some sort 
of real political and economic union 
between Britain, the Commonwealth 
countries, and the United States. 

This is an interesting vision—-the vast 
sterling market opened to the United 
States, the vast American market 
opened to the sterling countries, in. a 
union of English-speaking people, more 
appropriate in many ways than @ union 
of diverse. European. countries, compris 
ing. an immense centre of power and 
Stability. No doubt this vision is wholly 
impractical, for all sorts of economic, 
political and emotional reasons. 

Yet surely it is time to think very 
seriously about ways in which the Brit- 
ish economic disease itself can be dealt 
with, if only in order that British power, 
the indispensable asset of the United 
States in the world struggle, should 
cease to be a wasting asset. 

It is certainly true that Winston 
Churchill himself has thought long and 
hard about the inner nature of the re 
lationship between the United States and 
the British Empire and Commonwealth. 
And it is therefore just pogsible that 
when Churchill comes to Washington 
the rabbit in- his hat-may heave a-rether 
startling shape.

At times the 
King seemed almost out of 
breath and his voice dropped to 
a whisper. It was his first at- 
tempt to broadcast since he un- 
derwent an operation Sept. 23 
for removal of all or part of one 
lung 

The King was at Sandringham 
Palace, 100 miles northwest of 
London where the, Royal family 
gathering was thé ‘largest since 
the war. Only the Duke of 
Windsor among the immediate 
relatives was absent. 
ATTENDS CHURCH 

Early in the day- he walked 
to the castle from the village 
church where he attended serv- 
ices. Crowds, glad at what 
seemed a step in his recovery, 
cheered him, Most of the other 
members of the Royal Family 
rode in cars. 

In his speech, the King said 
he had come through his illness 
“by the. grace of God and 
through the faithful skill of my 
doctors, surgeons and nurses,” 

“I have learned once again 
that it is in bad times that we 
value most highly the support 
and sympathy of our friends.” 

Although the time is difficult 
he went on, the British people 
could count many blessings, “the 
chief one of which is that we 
are a friendly people.” 

“If there is anything that we 
can offer to the “world today, 
perhaps it is the example of tol 
erance and understanding that 
runs like a_ golden thread 
through the great and diverse 
family of the British Common 
wealth of Nations.” 

He had a special word for 
servicemen facing hardships 
and dangers” in’ Malaya and Ko 
rea, and said his thoughts were 
with them 

LONDON, Dec. 27 (Reuters). 
—The Daily Express said today 
that the King's six-minute 
Christmas Day broadcast was re- 
garded by his doctors and radio 
technicians as “a triumph of 
bravery in one of the most ex 
acting ordeals to face any broad- 
easter.” } 

In a front-page report the Ex 
press says 

He went through the ordeal 
despite his doctors’ orders to use 
his voice as sparingly as pos 
sible because he was determined 
to maintain a Christmas tradi 
tion begun by his father in 1932

So jong as debate 
of that kind continued there was

He told the Progressive Con 
servatives the government could
